Weather Threatens 
To Halt Hunt For 
Missing Pair 


HONOLULU (lP)—The search for 
Amelia Earhart and Frederick J. Noo- 
nan, her navigator, who disappeared 
in the Pacific Ocean July 2, on a 2,500 
mile flight from New Guinea to How- 
land Island, entered the mop up stage 
today but with a possibilitiy that the 
weather conditions would prevent an 
aerial hunt from starting. 


The carrier Lexington, with her 62 
planes and more than 300 fliers, moved 
into the search area yesterday after- 
noon but low clouds cut down visibil- 
ity and prevented the fliers from get- 
ting into the air. 

The coast guard cutter Itasca and 
the minsweeper Swan, already were 
enroute toward the Gilbert Islands, 
west of Howland, where another phase 
of the wide-spread search will be un- 
dertaken. Some observers believe that 
if Miss Earhart landed on the water 
the currents may have carried the 
plane toward this group of British 
owned islands. Three destroyers which 
accompanied the Lexington from San 
Diego, also are in the search.

Soviet Airmen 
Nearing U. §, 


Daring Trio Due 
At Bay District 
Early Wednesday 


PRINCE RUPERT (tP—The 
three Soviet airmen, flying non- 
stop from Moscow across. the 
North Pole to the United States, 
were sighted at 1:20 p. m. by the 
railroad agent at Usk, 100 miles 
east of here. There was no inter- 
change of communication but the 
plane was described as flying high 
and apparently in no difficulty. 


SEATTLE (lP)—Three daring Russian

; monoplane over Northern British ‘Co- 


lumbia today on their non-stop flight 
from Moscow to San Francisco or be- 
yond. 


At 8:35 a. m. PST., the U. S. army 
signal corps here picked up the first 
radio report to come direct to Seattle 
from the plane. 


“Latitude 58 degrees 30 minutes 
north, longtitude 120 west,” the report 
said. 

This put the plane between Fort 
Nelson and Hudson’s Hope on the 
Peace River in Northern British Co- 
lumbia, only about 700 miles from the 
border between Canada and the United 
States, signal corps men estimated. 

Previously, messages from the plane 
have been relayed here from the sig- 
nal corps at Anchorage, Alaska.

TRAFFIC CASES 
TO BE UNDER 
NEW ORDER 


Changes in law regarding the hand- 
ling of traffic arrest cases with a view 
to simpifying court procedure and ex- 
pediting hearings were made at the 
recent session of the state legislature. 
They will become effective August 27 
following the signing of the measures 


by Governor Merriam. Some of the 


principal changes are reviewed in a 
report by the California State Auto- 
mobile Association as follows:

Is Landmark 


The visitor to Tahoe today finds 
himself hard put to realize that in the 
sixties the Lake was well known to 
transcontinental travelers—or that a 
dusty county road in the vicinity of 
Lakeside and Bijou is the actual route 
followed by. the pioneers’ stage coaches 
as they rumbled along through the 
trees bound for Placerville or Virginia 
City, says The Tahoe Tattler. 

In those days when Placerville was 
a thriving gold metropolis, known as 
Hangtown; when mining activity was 
at fever pitch in the Comstock Lode at 
Virginia City—there was a little inn 
along the route situated about half- 
way between what is now Meyers and 
Lakeside. This was the Sierra House. 

Today we paused at the rickety gate
